The amendment filed 3/14/05 is acknowledged. An action on the merits of 
pending claims 1-2, 4, and 7-10 follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-2, 4, and 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over EDWARDS et al. (IDS ref: Biotech. Prog. (2000) vol. 16, pp. 927- 
939) in view of VARNER et al. (IDS ref: Curr. Opinion Biotech. (1999) vol. 10, pp. 146- 
150) and BERRY (TIBTECH (1996) vol. 14, pages 250-256). 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/14/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's arguments are duplicative of those filed 6/14/04 and are 
directed only to the combination of EDWARDS and VARNER, but do not address the 
combination of EDWARDS, VARNER and BERRY. As BERRY teaches genetic 
engineering of cells, which is the limitation argued by applicant as not taught by 
EDWARDS or VARNER, the examiner maintains that the combination of EDWARDS, 
VARNER and BERRY makes obvious the claims. Applicant has not presented any 
arguments nor amended the claims to overcome the rejection, therefore the rejection of 
claims 1-2, 4, and 7-10 is maintained.
